Sam Gothard, the Vancouver dele- 
gate to the recent Seattle convention, 
declared that the man who furnished 
this information was a liar. 

Finally by a narrow majo.rity the 
ciuieter heads prevailed, and the pro- 
posal to! hold another parade with 
riot possibilities -WIS condemned.

Agitators are largely responsible for 
tho present conditions. They are in- 
citing tho natives to acts of violence. 
They believe the Japanese will aid 
them If they should engalge. In war 
with England, and thoy deolttre'v they 
win be victorious. ?■*-- . !■

against the British and foreigners' In 
general has taken the form of a boy-" 
cott. Commerce is greatly ha;mpered. 
The Neuenfels'- was delayedv M .days 
at Calcutta waiting for her ca*g'o. The 
natives refused to work on tlie freigh- 
ter, and it was weeks before a. gang 
of longshoremen could be got together 
who would load the ship. Calcutta 
harbor, at that time;' wad. filled with 
British steamers unable to get car- 
goes.

OLD A GE PEN SIONS 

Nova Scotia Commissioij Reports 
Against General Pension Scheme 
Because of Cost - 



Halifax, Feb. 26.— The report of the 
commission appointed last year to in- 
vesli.i;ate the question of old ago 
pensions iu Nova Scotia declares 
against a general pension sclieme be- 
cause of its cost. It recommends that 
tho pension scheme be conlinod to 
coal miners, who already have their 
relief societies. It also recommends 
the formation of a provincial relief 
society with all relief societies lii the 
province as branches, under the same 
constitution and bylaws, tho estab- 
lishment of an old age pension and 
disability ifuiid entirely separate -.-frdm 
tho relief r'soelety funds, the, breatlo'n 
of eniergenoy or disaster funds, . iahd 
the establishment of a pension board 
to administer the various funds. 



BRITAIN'S INTEREST 
IN THECflNOO STATE 

House of Commons -Adopts 
Resolution in Favor of a 
Transfer 



London, Feb. 26i^The^A House of 
Commons aftei'/ai short debate adopted 
a resolution - asking , the government to 
do all ih Us power to secure the 
transfer of the - control of tho Congo 
Independent State, and falling such 
transfer within a reasonable time, 
assuring the government of parlia- 
ment's hearty support of any measures 
that it might be necessary for tho 
British government to take, cither 
alone or in conjunction with the 
powers that signed the Berlin Act to 
ensure tho effective carrying out of 
its provisions. 

Speeches made on both sides of the 
house severely arraigned the existing 
udmiuistratioii of the Congo Inde- 
pendent State, and urged tho gov- 
ernment to talco stops to leave the 
Belgian government in no doubt In re- 
gard to the settled determination of 
tho people to assert Great Britain's 
trcayt rights. 

•Sir Edward Grey, Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs, in a speech sympathising 
with tho terms of the resolution, rc- 
pudiatcd any attempt on behalf of the 
government to establish political, or ter- 
ritorial terms or doing anything dli^ect- 
ly arrn.i~st the' Belgian people. No trans- 
fer, ho said, would be satisfactory un- 
less it gave the Belgian government a 
free hand. It would bo impossible for 
Great Britain to take the initiative 
While the discussion on the Congo ques-

use as a potable spirit. Mr. Bole's 
plea for denatui'ed .alcohol was sup- 
ported by Mr. Miller, of South Grey, 
Mr. Monk and I?r. Sproule, but Mr. 
Templeman, minister of Inland re- 
venue, was not prepared to go as f^r, 
as Mr. Bole desired. In his . opinion' 
what was . demanded would have too 
serious an effect on the revenue of 
the Dominion,, a view ,'yy;hlch 'Mr; Bole 
did not think was . j«st}fled,:'.- as ho 
thought the advantage'S'tb the people 
would more than compensate the loss 
to the revenue.

Prayers by Rev. Robert Connell. 
Mr. Henderson on Budget. 

On the resumption of the budget de- 
bale, Stuart Henderson (Yale) com- 
plained very strongly of what he re- 
garded as gross favoritism shown by 
the government In the expenditure of 
public money In ridings roprescnte l 
by their supporters as compared with 
rlding.'f which are repre.-ented 1)\' 
members of the opposition. l''or in- 
stance. Vale and Ashcroft were al- 
lotted in the estimates only .'510,711. al- 
though the irca;;ur>' received from this 
source no less than $79,.'i:;G, or about 
fivo times as miu'h as '\','as to lie ex- 
pended in the distriel, while oUan- 
agan, whicli eontributed $(;i,7fjl to the 
exchequer, was to receive $U."i,<)(U). In 
other words, ^'ale got less tlian one- 
oh-veiilh of what it paid in. while 
Okaiiiigan olitained .'onie S:iL'0(l more 
lh;iu it I'onli'ibuti'd. .Xgaiu, .Similka-- 
nieeu paicl iulo the treasurv' .^ll.'j.OSO 
and reeeh'eil SIM, TOO, while Ivauiloups 
eoiitrihutiKl ?75,214 and received V.>-V,- 
JSO. This shoVi'ed vei-y conclusively in 
what manner the present goverruneiit: 
treated the coMstitueneies In .nccoi'd- 
ancc with the political eoniple.xion of 
their representatives In the liouse. 

'L'lic finance nilnl.^ter laid claim lo 
a great deal of credit tor the reduction 
of the llabiUtieH of the province, but it 
liad been enabled to do so owing to 
the large sums which came from the 
three ridings of Yale, Cariboo and Lil- 
looet, for It would be found on exam- 
ination that these three ridings con- 
tributed- $712,000 inore than they had 
received' In any tfhape from this gov- 
erniheht.slnBe. lt came . intp power, and 
as a matter' of fact Yale, 'Lillooet and 
Cat'lboo had paid off $672,000 of the 
public debt of thci province. The ui- 
tentlou which wa.- paid to trails an<l 
roads In the Yale district was alto- 
gether'-jinsutflclent. The trunk road 
which had been formerly in use had in 
MU't been desti'<i.\'ed by the V. P. li., 

, u'hile the balance uf I'le ruad liiid been 
allowed to fall into disre|(uir. Ho was 

j unal)in to uMderslaml on ordinary 
gruumls why to the iw,i adjoining rid- 

I ings of Yale and K'aiuloops should be 

I inetPd out stieh \erx' different treat- 
ment. 

Hon. Mi: l.';i>eil'< : I wish to call 
the attention of the lion, gentleniaii to 
I till- fact that tu'cortling to ilie rules of 
j (utr practice alluspju should not be 
made t(/ ridiiigM in the d'scii.sslon of 
tli(' csliniiite.s. 

Mr. Henderson: As 1 lia\-e IliilMlied 
with that ptirt of my stuff, we iriay let 
It go at that.

Discusses Railways. 
The honoriible gi ii tlemaii then turn- 
ed his atleiUioii lo the .Slin.-ihwap 
okanagaii railway, which, ho oljserved, 
w„s undofttiken in ISDO, before the 
]jreseiit government all.iunod power, 
and cliai'ged the llnalU'e. minister with 
having paid $l,li01 and $!l,7;:0, which 
had been paid on the part of the pro- 
vince on account of this raljsvay, but 



which could not now be recovered. 
By reason of the act In quostica, this 
enterprise would yet cost the province 
$750,000. As matters stood' when this 
railway came Into the market the C. 
p; R. company n^ust be the only bid- 
der, and on the shoulders of the gov- 
ernment must be placed the .fesponsi- 
bllity for the.. lac^,;Of;'deve!opment of 
the lower ppctiohvj^bf 'that section of 
the Okanagah country. 

Having discussed the affairs of the 
B. C. S'nithern and Colunibla & West- 
ern railways in connection with their 
land grants, he held that U advantage 
was taken of the law over $700,000 
could be recovered in the way of taxa- 
tion from tlie C:. P. R. coinpany,^ 

Tliis was only a fair and reasonable 
estimate in the clrcumslances. That 
company was absolutely liable for this 
amount" under the statute, and it was 
only owing to the laxity and suplne- 
ness of the govcrnniGnt tbtit had pre- 
vented the revenue being increased 
by that amount. 

Would Keep Money Here, 

The inscribed stock of the province 
now almost reached the figure of ten 
million dollars, which was to bo ex- 
tinguished through the payment of 4 
per cent, annually — 3 per cent, tor in- 
terest and 1 per cent, for sinking fund. 
At the end of the liscal, year of 1907 
$072,034 had been ';i)alci, 'bn, this ac- 
count, and at ,the end .of .this llscal 
year this payment -would amount to 
$1,300,000. And. in the circumstances 
his suggestion was this: that In lieu 
of sending this 4 per cent lo tlie old 
country every year to keep the $400,- 
000 In ciuestlon here and invest it In 
this province. Four per cent, was not 
a high rate of interest in this province, 
and if that sum was in\-ested here at 
tliat Uguie the sum of .'$2.1101,000 would 
be realized In five years — a much 
larger amoinit than would be realized 
if the practice of sending this nioney 
over to the old country were continued. 
In fact, the province would be ad- 
vant.-iged to the extent of $900,000 by 
this change In the manner of doing tVaa 
bu.siness, and if the, funds in auestiou 
could be iiivested here at 5 per cent, 
the eventual saying , to the province 
would amounlftb six millions. In ad- 
dition, brokerage and commissions 
would be unnecessary. He pointed out 
tliat $1 at compound interest would 
;it 4 iier cent reach at the end of 32 
.N'oars the sum of $68. S.'; $7G.03 at 4 ',1- 
per cent., and SS-l.ril at 5 per cent. 
He trusted that the honorable the 
llnanee niiiiister would take into con- 
sideration his plan for saving the sum 
of six millions to the province. 

Parker Williams Complains 

Park-er Williams (Newcastle) stated 
that he knew the problems with which 
his constituents Iiad lo contend better 
than did tlie go\'ernmcnt agent at 
Nanainio. 

Pre\-ious to 1903 the \'ole for Xew- 
castle generally amounli'd to between 
$15,(100 and $20,000. In 1903 there Wits 
an election coming an and the vote 
was $0,000. Immediately following the 
election the nioney for road work wtis 
called in and the expenditure for the 
year was but a small jn-oportlon of the 
vote. This in itself was a breach of 
confidence. In some of the other con- 
stituencies, Dewdney notably, over 
twice tlio amount authorized was ex- 
pended. 

The government was not abo\'c 
spending tlie public monies for private 
purposes. Of late ' years, Newcastle 
htis lieen getting aliout ?r>,000 per ati- 
nuni for the roads, 'J'his was grossly 
insufficient. The weather in the dis- 
trict was wet, There was no .snow 
and the roads were badly cut up dur- 
ing the rainy season and they had 
continued to go from bad to wor.se. 
Last year there had been appointed a 
road superintendent and of the total 
$5,000 ' allowed some $1,200'^ 'vyas de- 
voted to his salary. Ho wap^javman 
who jtnew nothing aboutfx'bad- m'aklng 
or "bossing" men. The road ga,ng was 
placed Iri; much/'the same posltton as 
a cectaih mllltla'Veglmeni Iiii Toronto 
where there were 21 officers and 7 
men,'- . 

The. foreman knew mpre about, poli- 
tics than roads. He contrasted this 
with the case; in- Bic'hmohd, There the 
government- had brought in . a ' man 
from Montreal, a landscape igardcnei 
to direct the work. What was the rca - 
son for the discrimination? 

The staff of the road gang were 
more intent upon getting completed a 
good automobile road for the summer 
months than In fixiii.g it against the 
rainy season. Cobble stones ivere dug 
out and the holes filled in with sliale. 
These became mud holes when the 
rain fell. 

Mr. AN'illlauis dilated at some length 



house under Its very .peculiar triangu- 
lar leadership was more intent upon 
putting up the sort of cake-walk 
which was required by the Ottiuva 
government tor the coining elections 
than of doing its duty in the house.

The first Item :=questIoned was the 
allowance for >the-. premier's oRlce, It 
was explained 'that-rthe vote ijiovidcd 
for a vearlv Increase of $1000 to the 
premier and $20 a month to the pre- 
mier's secretary. 

Stuart Henderson (Yale) drew the 
attention of the premier to the uucs- 
tion of mining licenses. He thought 
it would be well for the governiiient to 
con-sider some method liy which niin- 
i'lig licenses gooti for life or for a 
term of years bo given. 

Hon. Richard Mcliride: Tlic propo- 
sitiijii is a novel one and one which 
had never been considered. 1 question 
wliether it would be an improvement 
Ij tlio mining laws of the province, 
n lileh have been eoinmendcd hy many 
of the highest authorities of the 
United Stales as tlic best in America. 

Jn connection with the vote for the 
lands deiiartment, Hon. R. .G. Ta-tlow 
staled that tlio .separation of the two 
dcpartineiils h;id involved the . ap- 
pointment of three additional clerks 
lor Iho land.s department. 

The increase in the salary of the 
deputy attorney general was the sub- 
ject, of a. question on the part of J. H. 
HaVthorrithWalte. .. .The increase, $.^o 
a month- was a vfery substantial one, 
John; Oliver also asked if it was tho 
intention of the attorney general to 
de\^6te his full 'time to the department 
in view of ^he increased salary which 
■had'' been 'voted. 

Much Litigation 
Hon. Mr, Bowser replied that when 
ho assumed olllce he had no Intention 
of entirely relinquishing his ordinary 
practice, and ho did not think thtit 
any member of tho house would so 
expect him to do. He believed that 
tlTte deputy atUorney-generars ser- 
vices were worth the increase. Tlierc 
was ' a greatly Increased amount, of 
litigation entailing additional work 
upon the deputy and the department i 
generally. Constitutional questions of 
groat importance to tho province 
woiil-d have to be taken to the privy 
council.' 

All knew how very carefully the 
hou, the linance minister looked after 
llie taxes, and consequently it was 
not at all surprising that among the 
very llrst business which was placed 
before him when he became a niem- 
l)cr of till! government were the ca.ses 
of taxation efi:ectlne tlie B. C. South- 
ern, the Colutubiaa & Western and 
the Wellington Collieries. But these 
matters did not require to be tested in 
the courts .The very moment when 
the conclusion was reached that they 
or any of Iheni were taxable, these 
corporations would at once' be' placed 
on the assessment roll In the ordinary 
way, and it would be for thehi to say 
whether or not Ihoy would appotil to 
the courts against this decision. The 
result,, would depend to .a:-igr6at. ex- 
tent -Wether in^ t'""' dvdnti^tfife'^a^es 
wereP-'fat'eri to the privy council.' Quite 
,-i nul-hber of constitutional cases were 
under consideration, and if they suc- 
ceeded in winning, either all or the 
majority of these suit.s, the results to 
the province would be . very valuable. 
(Hear, hear.) Those constitutional 
cases must be taken to the court of 
last resort, tho privy council. There 
was, for instance, the case of the water 
rights, whether tho question at issue 
was, whether these, ^rights .belonged 
to the province or theJ'E,- i& -N. Rail- 
way Company. 

Then there was the case of the E. 
& N, railway and tno province as to 
wh(;lhcr copper is a base or precious 
metal. The jirovince contends it is 
an ingrodiciit in precious metals, and 
therefore belongs to the crown. 

As a matter of fact, more cmislitu- 
tional cases arose in this province and 
were cairlcd to the privy council than 
was the case m any other province

If any member of tho public 
service i.s, by reason of aovoro bodily 
injury received or sustained by him in 
the discharge of his duties a.s a public 
servant and without any negilgenco or 
defa-jlt on his own part, constrained 
to resign from tho public service be- 
fore tlie time at which he bocome.'i eli- 
gible to receive a superaiinua.tion al- 
lowance pursuant to the provisions cf 
this act, the lleutenant-g;overnor in 
council may, by order In council, pro- 
vide and direct to be added to the cap- 
italized accumulation for that public 
servant, or to any person or persons 
dependent upon his earnings, such a 
gratuity as the merits of the case call 
forth, and that gratuity shall bo ap- 
plie^l through the superannuation fund 
to increase the original annuity then 
payable. 

32. The annuities above provided 
shall. In the case of all married mem- 
bers, be converted within the fund to a 
Joint annuity on the lives of husband 
and wife at the time of such retirement, 
in accordance with tho actuarial scale 
which shall, bj' order in council, be 
coaiputed for their respective ages; 
and In the case of other dependents it 
shall be within the option of any m.em- 
ber to likewise convert, his annuity 
within the. fund, .ihtO;i<jrie/ Jointly with 
such , dependents, "accbrdlbgr to the ac- 
;tuarlal value his capitalized accumula- 
ittcyi will purchase. . . . . , ' 

Compulsory Retirement. 

33. Unless the lieutenant-governor 
In council, for special rea-sons other- 
wise orders, retirement shall be com- 
pulsory on every member of the public 
service who has attained the age of 
sLxty-flve (65) years or has become In- 
capacitated by bodily or mental Infirm- 
ity from properly performing hl,s duties, 
so soon as the superannuation annuity 
herein provided for has been allotted by 
the managing committee to such mem-

Resignations and bismjisals. 

34. Nothing in this act" iontyned 
.«!hall impair or derogate from tho 
right of the lieutenant-governor in 
couni'il to dismiss or remove any 
member of the public service. 

35. THe .iniihaglrie'';'coniiiiMi^^^ in 
rh^ event of the -di'smissal of " any 
member of the public! service iahall, on 
the recommendation^ of the head of 
the department in which such mem- 
ber of the public service was last em- 
ployed, by mintite direct the payment 
to such dlsini^sscd member ot such 
amount, not exceeding tho total 
amount, without Interest, contributed 
by him to the superannuation fund or 
reserved out oC hi.s salary for the 
purpose.-^ of the superannuation fund, 
as may bo thought fit, and such pay- 
ments, les.s any defalcations perj)et- 
ratod by lilm (it any), shall be i)aid 
out of the .superannuation fund. 
Thereupon such pcr.son's membership 
iihail cea.se and ho shall have no fur- 
ther claim -wliatsoever upon tho fund. 

36. Upon a member resigning lii.5- 
appointment ho shall be paid out of 
the fund tlic full amount of his own 
contributions with interest thereon 
(but shall not receive the contribution 
pr.id by the government).

37. In the event of a. superannuat- 
ed member's death before he has re- 
ceived annuities equal in amount to the

half, thcri; .shall 1)0 paid from the 
fund to his legal representatives the 
difference between that combined 
amount and tho total sum he had re- 
ceived In annultlc?. 
Supplemental Savings and Annuities. 

41. To encourage thrift and .self- 
reliance amongst members of tho pub- 
lic ser\'ice, it is further enacted that 
any member may, by .separate .account 
through the pay-roll or otherwise, 
save tliroiuTh the managing commit- 
tee such monthly or lump sums as lie 
may decide to reserve from his .sal- 
ary. 

Provided always, that every mem- 
ber shall be free to withdraw one- 
fourth of hl.H accumulated '.s.avings 
bank fund hy .giving one vveek'.s no- 
tice, iind llhe whole or balance after 
one culend.Tr month H notice. In all 
ca.scs such savlnff.s bunk accounts 
shall be kept .strictly private. 

Tile balance of the total nccunni- 
latlng funds, 'do far as not required for 
current use, may, within the adetpiate 
margins, recommentied by the manag- 
ing committee, ahdVieonflrmed by the 
lleutenant-go'verrior^ In council, be in- 
vested through, the financp, minister in 
Ulta securities! ,ta, th6B6 .pre^crib^ in 
section 25" for ' the: auperainiriusitlon 
fund. ' ' 

Members are thus specially encour- 
aged to mutually accumulate their 
savings under secure and profitable 
conditions, In order that those who 
may v^iah may finally transfer their 
accumuLatod funds at the time of re- 
tirement to increase or supplement 
their annuities purchasable under tho 
.superannuation schemes. 

45. Any retired or retiring member 
may at any time increase his annuity 
according to the actuarial r.atc applic- 
able to his ago, uy extra paymeut.s in- 
to ttio supcranmuition fund of h'uins 
not les.4 than one hundred dollars 
($100). 



ondltioiis lici'oiuatter contained and 
set forth, of members of the public 
service, which fund shall bo com])utod 
and made up as follovvs:

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THE BUDGET DEBATE. 

Tlio Budget debate proved jnorc 
than usually interesting. We ate not 
quite sure that we see the forcej.of thij 
amendment proposed by Mr. 5Hv^r. 
siib.stantially it .imountcd to an ex- 
pros.sion of regret tiiat tlio government 
had not done more to colonize our farm 
land and thjS; prevent money from go- 
ing- out of Ihe province for food pro- 
duct.s that can be rai.sed at liomc. It 
also contained time-worn reference to 
asdes of land to .speculators. If ^ro 
niay judge frojn the-lackfbf supjport 
'.vhich Mr. Oliver was ai>le '"to enlist 
from liiH aH.snci;itcs In the House, his 
aiJiendmciii: wiis nut taken .seriously, 
even by his own party. As a matter 
of fact, - there was no reason .why the 
House should adopt such a resolution, 
and as it was a straight vote of want 
<if confidence, tlicro never was any 
chance tliat it would be adopted. For 
this reason it is to be inferred that if 
hiss colleagues in opposition thought 
tliat the .subject was wortli discussing, 
they would doubtless have spoken to it. 
Dr. Kergm and Mr. Brewster did say 
something, but they were moderate and 
reasonable in their criticism.s. Dr. 
jJt^ing and Mr. Jones also spolte, but 
sthey are not reported as having said 
anything in favor : of Mr. Oliver's 
amendment; iWe are inclined, there- 
fore, to takeithe . case presented by the 
ivicmliei- from Delta at about the same 
value MS his ^TfelloW''' oppositionists 
Ijlaced upon it, namely, as something 
that may be troateil with indifference.

is a subject of considerable difficulty, 
and in the deterniinnation of which 
many things have to be taken into ac- 
count. ■ As Mi-. Cotton says, the con- 
ditions of British Columbia are such 
that the rules adopted in other prov- 
inces may not bo wholly applicable 
lierc, but v.-c are not .sure that liig 
views can wholly bo sustained. Never- 
theless, . we congratulate; |Mmj^^^^ W,6n 
a verv clear ' and' innp'r'essive ' pre- 
sentation of the opinion held by him 
tin wiULt is bound at a very early day 
to become a question of pressing in- 
terest.

It happens that 
its prompt advocacy of this project so 
coinpletely took tho wind out of the 
sails of its local Liberal contoniporary 
that the latter exhibited a disposition 
to criticize' the propp Not 
only have' we staunchly supported the 
idea of an improved inter-Imperial 
transportation service, but we have 
strongly condemned the spirit in which 
Conservative contemporaries in tlie 
eastern provinces approached the rti-^- 
cusslon of it. The reason, foi:; pur line 
of conduct is that the Co'16riM''is first 
of all a truly Canadian paper, and af- 
ter that tlic supporter of a political 
party. It is absolutely independent in 
all things,' and 'it exercises m own 
judgment as to what it' shall support 
and what it shall oppose. If it has 
any influence in this province or else- 
where, it believes that influence to be 
duo to the fact that it treats all ques- 
tions from an independent point oC 
view, while oiienly avowing its belief 
that it is in the interests of the peo- 
ple of Canada that the Conservative 
party shall be in control Of the affairs 
of the country. 

The Globe charges Mr. Borden and 
Mr. McBride with going around a 
powder mill with a candle, the refer- 
ence being to their attitude towards 
Japanese immigration. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler is on record as saying that tho 
wishes of the peoi)le of British Colum- 
bia are entitled to be considered, even 
although he personally does not sym- 
pathize with them. All that Mr. Mc- 
Bride has done is to give expression 
to those wLshes; air that Mr. Borden 
has done is to state his views of how 
those wishes can best be met. On this 
subject the Colonist can lay claim to 
whatever honor attaches to the, tact 
of its having been the first paper in 
Canada to place this question before 
the. public in Its Imperial character. 
Our attitude has met with approval 
both in Japan and the United King- 
dom, and it is with no small degree 
of satisfaction that we . are able to 
point' but 'the cldse' feserhblance be- 
tween the attitude of the London 
Times today and that of the Colonij;t 
a year ago. If the Globe appreciated 
the Oriental question as those do- who 
have had the question before them for 
years, who have been in a position to 
observe what tho contact of the Occi- 
dent and Orient means, who read regu- 
larly the Oriental press, who meet 
prominent Oriental people and hun- 
dreds of Occidental observers, having 
an intimate personal knowledge of 
conditions in Asia, it would take a 
very different view of the case from 
what it does now. It would appreciate 
then as it cannot appreciate now,. how 
mistaken Sir Wilfrid Laurier Is In his 
expressed views as to the desirability 
of ijermitting Orientals to enter Can- 
ada froely. It would understand that 
jir. aicBride, and Mr. Borden are:»con- 
tributing towards thP solution of 'this 
great problem far more than those of 
v.'hom the Globe is the representative, 
and whose attitude is that of . men 
who sock to prc-^-ent an explosion by 
sitting on the safety valve. 

The Globe goes pn .to <^^^ Jlr. 
jicBrlde' for his-' refusal I^'to abandon 
the question of better terms for Brit- 
ish Columbia, and cites this as an- 
other instance of his "unpatriotic and 
disuniting" sentimejltsr It would be 
an exceedingly easy thing to sfty in 
reply that to oppose the just demands 
of a province is unpatriotic and dis- 
uniting. Good faith is at the basis of 
Confederation, and it a province is not 
treated In good faith, we can conceive 
of nothing more calculated to be "dis- 
uniting" In its tendency, and to be 
disuniting is certainly unpati-iotic. The 
Globe thinks that the province ought 
to be satisfied because the Conserva- 
tive members of the Intet-Provinclal 
Conference thought It was given all 
it is entitled to. Wo do not see v/hat 
this has to do with the case. AVo 
never considered that the Conserva- 
tive mertib^^s*;Of. that Conference un- 
dcr,3tood the ' subject any better than 
the Liberal members. We have al- 
ways thought that they were all alike 
Ignorant of what Justice required in 
our behalf, and that they wore all too 
greatly Influenced by their own pro- 
vincial interests to mako;,,lt jcv?ssible 
for them to bo an impki'tial tribunal. 
This is why Mr. McBrlde asked for 
another tribunal to pass upon the 
claims of the province, and it is why 
tho people of British Columbia will 
never consider their claims properly 
disposed of until they have been dealt 
with by such a tribunal. 

Concluding wo will .say that if the 
Globo would approach the dlscusHion 
of the motives and views of other peo- 
ple with, that fairness of mind, which 
ought to characterize a paper of Its 
standing, if it would drop a little of 
tliat smug assumption that It is holler 
than any one- else and admit that pos- 
sibly therts jn^gfiit ijy^i^onioi 
a man on this aide of ' the 'Roclcy 
Mountain.? who is slnccrcJy desirous 
of promoting the welfare of lila coun- 



try,; It would do more towards tho pro- 
motion of a sound Canadian senti- 
ment, more to foster a genuine feeling 
of unity between tho provinces, and 
more to develop true patriotism than 
it Is now accomplishing. 



STREET MAINTENANCE. 

Yesterday mofning we published the 
main portions of the annual report, of 
Ci'ty Engineer Topp. It is not only a 
very interesting but exceedingly valu- 
able and in.structlve document, which 
ought to be perused in 6Htenso.,by 
every ratepayer who wcnilil wish, tO,'be 
well informed as to the details of civic 
management. There Is one portion of 
the report, however, to which we v.-ish 
to direct immedlato attention— vis!. : 
wherein the question- of street main- 
tonanco is dealt with. Wa uuisl con- 
gratulate Mr. Topp on having dealt 
very candidly with a problem which 
c'ln onlv bo .solved when tho ratepay- 
er,- arc made to understand how very 
serious a one it is. Mr. Topp, realiz- 
ing this,- has .spoken very plainly and 
laid bare 'Some:; facts of a character 
which can hardly - fall to influence the 
people of Victoria- who are desirous of 
seeing an improverhent made in res- 
pect to the matters alluded to.'! We 
quote from the report, for the ideas 
advanced in it cannot bo too strong- 
ly impressed upon tho public: 

As mentioned In former rejiorts, tlio 
fund allowed for street niaintoiianeo 
is totally inadequate for the purpose. 
Sixty dollars i)er day is not sullicieiit 
to clean, water and repair one hun- 
dred miles of roadway, and clear 
brush, clean ditches, repair wooden 
draln.< and .^iidewalks, purchase sup- 
plies and attend to various other mat- 
ters. In the summer $'-'5 Is spent daily 
on sprinlding; $20 cleaning business 
section; $10 for sidewalk repair.s, leav- 
ing $n. In winter about $35 for street 
cleaning, $10 on drains and $10 on 
sidewalks is spent daily, leaving $5 
for all other purposes. As.suming that 
the $5 remaining wa^ available -solely 
for street repairing, which; It . Is not, 
we would have the munificent sum of 
5 cent.-s per mile to keep the streets in 
repaii-. Considering that the loada 
have been dug up at Intervals of a few 
feet for - sewer, ^ watej' a>;id gas, pipes 
aiid oft^n ieftiln a;mli3erable:,Condltioii, 
it; ^:wbuld %altie - i^:^:!^^ to keep 

things - In 'ordeK:; with such an absurd 
amount .of money. , It is useless harp- 
ing about the "cohdition of the streets 
If tho citizens neglect to furnish the 
means to place and generally keep 
them in order. The road.-? are gener- 
ally allowed to be worn out before any 
surfacing is. done. As a macadam road, 
under heavy traffic, will -vvcr.r down at 
the rate of trom one to three inches 
per year, it requires frequent resur- 
facing to maintain it in a smooth con- 
dition. New directs will get in bad 
■.■5hapo and old streets will remain bad 
indefinitely unless a proper system of 
surface renewal is adoritcd and con- 
tinued from year to year. A special 
sum should be sot aside for this work, 
wo that it can be laid out early each 
year, the necessary rock excavating 
during the summer months and the 
crushing, laying and rolling proceed as 
soon as the fall rains begin and work 
continued till the following spring. If 
a scarifier i.s used to break up tho old 
surface and this is trimmed evenly 
and rolled, only a light coating of 
broken rock is necessary, and the 
work need not be costly. If the pre 
sent svstem, or rather lack of . 
continues, in a few years there will 
not be an old road fit to drive over in 
Uie citv- A sum oC- at , -least $20,000 
should "be oxpendeduannually on rhc 
resurfacing of macadam streets. The 
main thoroughfares or trtank roads 
should be first dealt with, then the 
residential streets, from the business 
centre outward; besides this, about 
*hlrty yards of broken rock per mile 
should be available for general re- 
pairs;' In. this manner the proper 
contour bf the road can be maintained. 

In the foregoing. Mr. Topp has told 
us very plainly what arc tho faults of 
the present system and outlined the 
metliod by which they inay be cor- 
rected. He proves, unmistakably that 
,the.-cit3r .has grown beyond the .-itagc 
wheh the customary financial appro 
prlations were adequate to provide for 
the requirements of street mainten- 
ance. More money must bo voted. 
The ratepayers must choose between 
agreeing 'to larger appropriations and 
the alternative which Mr. Topp pic- 
tures — '-in a. few ycar.i there will not 
bo an old road fit to drive over in tho 
city." We feel that in view of the 
very serious state of affairs disclosed 
by tho City Engineer's report the 
city council would be justified in 
giapiiliirg boldly with a problem 
wliicli can bo solved only by Increa-.:!od 
expenditure, and we feel also that in 
sucli policy they would have behind 
them the overwhelming sentiment of 
the community. As we remarked in a 
previous allusion to tho (luestion of 
street improvement, tho eyes of many 
new residents are- upon - us at this 
time, if we show ourselves Indis- 
posed to bear the rosponRibilltlos at- 
taching to and iu.-^epara.blo from in- 
crease of population and civic expan- 
sion, WO will commit a fatal blunder.

enough in gold values. The govern- 
ment lias the machinery, which was 
pledged in security for the loan. But 
there is a much more conspicuous 
Illustration of the principle of govern- 
ment aid to the development of new 
proces.ses, namely, the experiments 
carried on by the Dominion Minos Do- 
.p.arttnent?ln connection with the elec- 
trical smelting of Iron. There are cer- 
tain differences in detail between the 
Dominion jilan and that embodied in 
the proposed loan to the Canada Zinc 
Gompany.'iln: the formorieiise;:the gov-- 
eminent was' at the 'whole expehsil; 
and it has been quite large. It had to 
emplov the necessary experts and bear 
all expenditures, and the results of 
the Investigation were made public as 
fai:t as they were arrived at, and con- 
vjcqueritly-npt;ic)ne dollar of . the cost 
will ever ":?be^ directly recouped to tho 
Dominion treasury. To this wc not 
only have made no objection, but 
have on several occasions spoken in 
terms of approval of the efforts in that 
'ticihaif made by Mr. Templeman, under 
who.«^2 supervision, as Minister, tho 
work has been and is being carried on. 
Tho plan In the proposed Bill Is for a 
loan, which will be repaid if the pro- 
cess is a success, and if it Is not, the 
province will have the patent rights 
and -.-iuch ' macliinery and other prop- 
erty, real as well as personal, us the 
coin])uiiy may ac<iuii-e. It has to em- 
ploy no experts and bo at no expense 
whatever over._,{^nd above the amount 
of the loan, li* 'the process is a .suc- 
cess, the province will get its money 
back in two years, and the lead-zinc 
ores will become an exceedingly Valu- 
able source of buslnessiprpsperlty. The 
risk the government is' running Is the 
possibility of the failure of tho process 
to produce commercially the results 
which it does experimentally, and it is 
npt ^taking' all the risk, but only a 
small part of it. ; Triie, if the process 
proves to bo a -success, it will bo in 
the hands of a single company; but, 
on the other hand, this is only one of 
several similar processes, and if it is 
feasible private enterprise would bo 
dpubtlesaLfpund ready to venture upon 
the'- bxpense bf experimenting com- 
raorclally with other.s. Under any cir- 
cumstances it would be a highly sat- 
isfactory thing for the province to 
have even one process of treating the 
lead-zinc ores profitably e'atablished 
in the province. - AVe think, therefore, 
that the proposed loan can. be 'defend- 
ed upon principle. 

As to the rieoeas'lty of perfecting 
some such process, there is unhappily 
no doubt. The grek| lead deposits in 
the Slocan, and we suppbab the same 
is to bo said of others in the province, 
arc badly handicapped by the presence 
of zinc mixed; ijurhanically with the 
lead, with sllVe'^ Hn .cymlilnatlon with 
both of thefn. Such"' ah' ore Is very 
dimcult to handle proiitably. Two pro- 
cesses of separation are now employ- 
ed, one by water and one by electri- 
tem,-| city. There Istnoinped -to g6..,into>par- 
tlculars, but the way things work out, 
by reason of tho penalizing oC load 
ores carrying more than 10 per cent, 
of zinc, tlie very low value of the zinc 
concentrates, owing to the presence of 
lead and iron in tliem, and the fact 
that the sliver- in the zinc is only 
paid for at half its value, the lead- 
zinb ores, which really contain very 
high values, are substantially worth- 
less. We think it will bo admitted 
that if by the Snyder process those 
ores can be treated proiitably, the pro- 
posed loan will be money well employ- 
ed, tinder these circumstances, wc 
fool warranted in saying tliat the pro- 
posal of the government is fully justi- 
lied, although we admit that it i.s not 
desirable to let the impression go 
abroad tliat the province will make a 
practice of acting as hanker for tho 
promoters oC new undertakings. Each 
case must be judged an Us merits, and 
we are sure a meritorious case can ho 
made out for the proposed loan to the 
Cansaa Zlhc Company. 



THE CANADA :yNC COMPANY. 

A Bin is before the legislature pro- 
viding that the government may loan 
$10,000 to the Canada Zinc Company 
for two years, for the purpose; of en- 
abling Ulie eompauy to insl^il fie Sny- 
der patent process for the troatment 
of lead-zlno orM. The loan Is to be 
secured by a mortgage on tho real and 
personal property of the company, in- 
cluded In which are tho exclusive 
rights for Canada to use the Snyder 
process. It is proper that a propo.sal 
of this nature should bo somewhat 
carefully examined. 

First as to tlio jirinciple. The Icgis- 
iatiiro lias already sanctioned provin- 
cial aid to priv.ate enterprises by 
bonusing creameries, and grants to 
agriculturei and;; on.,one ; occaHlon an 
advance by wiy bf a loan- was made to 
a quartz mining company In Cariboo.

Admiral Lord Charles Beresforcl, 
who was sixty-two the other day, will 
says the Daily Chronicle, iiavo birtli- 
day good wishes from all sorts and 
conditions of men. .The 'second son 
of a rural dean, who was also fourth 
Marquis of Waterford, he will keep 
next year the jubilee of his Joining 
the old Britannia as a naval cadet. 
Lord Charles married Miss Mina Gard- 
ner in 1878, and their daughters bear 
tho pretty names of Kathleen and 
Eileen. They have a house tn Wilton 
•Crescent, London, and gave up four 
years ago their pretty liome on Ham 
Common in, order to take up their ab- 
ode in the hbw fashionable; district of 
Coombe, near Richmond. 

Cricketer, scholar, traveller, and man 
of the world. Lord Harris, who is just 
fifty-seven, has, says the London 
Standard, a record of work achieved 
of which many might well be jealous. 
He was under secretary at the Iiidia 
office under Lord' Randolph Churchill 
he then acted as Under Secretary of 
War, and went to Bombay as Gover- 
nor, returning thence in 1895. After 
that he was for six years Lord -in - 
Waiting to Queen Victoria, and served 
as A. A. G. with the Imperial Yeo- 
manry during the South African war. 
In these latter days Lord Harris is 
perhaps best known to the 'general 
public as chairman of the Consolidated 
Goldfields of South Africa. 

A mighty hunter, a prolific writer 
on sporting .subjects, a member of tho 
bar and of parliament, a traveller in 
far distant parts of the globe, a Royal 
Commissioner of Food Supplies lu 
Time of War, and captain of the Royal 
Wimbledon Golf club— nU these varied 
employments stand to the credit of Sir 
Henry Seton-Karr, who is just fifty- 
five, lives at St. Boswells, N. B., and 
has a very hirgc collection of Ameri- 
can and Norwegian trophies.. Jle was 
born in India his father , having been 
resident commissioner at 'Battida dur- 
ing the mutiny, and durlng-.tKe course 
of a rambling life he ;ha8 travelled and 
shot big game in Western America, 
British Columbia, and Norway, and 
has embodied many of his reminis- 
cences in "My Sporting Holiday. 

At the conclusion of tho examina- 
tion the Emperor picked out a num- 
ber of generals and placed them in 
tho ranks among the common ■sol- 
diers. Tlie recruits were then ordered 
to point out which were generals, 
which lieutenant-gencr.-ils, which ma- 
jor-generals, and which brigadier- 
generals. All the men answered these 
purely military qiic.'^tions witli cor- 
rectness, and the Emperor's anger 
was somewhat appeased. 

Exploding Fly Wheels. 

In. ordinary factories the fiywheel 
may become more deadly than any 
,shr,apnel ever rammed into artillery 
breach. One can hardly pick up an 
engineering Journal without noting a 
flywheel explosion. I myself counted 
eighteen in two months, and many 
mere are unrecorded altogether. The 
engine is wrecked, costly machinery 
ruined, buildings damaged, and all 
persons in the path of the /lying cast 
Iron missies are either killed or badij 
maimed. In July, 1U05, a thirty-foot 
flywheel, weighing seventy thousand 
pounds and revolving .at three and a 
half miles a minute, burst In a mill at 
Cumberland, IMaryland. The whole 
buiding was Instanty wrecked and the 
roof thrown down on the workers, of 
whom two were killed outright and 
ten mangled. 

There are no 'safe flywheels, the in- 
surance companies 'say, because no 
machine will run continuously without 
some accident. This was shown by a 
startling episode at a steel mi|l in 
Cleveland. A po'werful engine - was 
running smoothly and at normal 'speed, 
when the governor belt broke and tho 
engine began to race. There were 
safety devices in use, butjthese proved 
unavailing. Running to shut off steam, 
the engineer In his excitement got his 
arm caught In a sproK-ot wheel and 
chain, and could not disengage it to 
close the valve. It was a terrible pos- 
ition, for the man foresaw disaster. 
The engine was by this time fairly fly- 
ing, .lust as tlie oiler was running to 
his comrade's as.'^istanco tl)e great 
twenty foot flywheel, weighing forty- 
eight thousand pounds, burst witli a 
terrifying report from centrifugal 
force. Both men were struck down, 
and everything wrecked in the path of 
the broken monster. One fragment 
weighing over one thou.'sand iJounds 
was hurled through the roof for eight 
hundred feet, and In falling wrecked a 
house. The steel roof trusses were cut 
like pipe stems, heavy girders smash- 
ed into shapeless masses and brick 
walls battered down.

London Daily Telegraph.— It Is con- 
fidently stated in quarters generally 
welh lnformed as to the intentions of 
the Irish Parliamentary party that in 
consequence of the re-unlon of the 
leaders an active propaganda ft to be 
prosecuted in Great Britain in favor ot 
Home Rule. The threatened campaign 
win be far more disastrous to the 
Minlst€irlal party in England and Scot- 
land than it will be embarrassing to 
Unionists, who, indeed, should wel- 
come it. Wo have it on the authority 
bf the leading members of the Govern- 
ment, including the Prime Minister 
himself, that no measure of Home Rulo^ 
setting up an Irish Administration 
responsible only to an Irish Asembly 
sitting In Dublin \vill be introduced 
during tho lifetime of the present Par- 
liament. One of the statements on 
which the majority of Radical mem- 
bers relied to win 'support at the last 
election was to the effect that "Homo 
Rule is dead." >Not:a..;few of Sir Henry 
Canipbell-Banhermah's supporters 
gave a specific pledge that if a Home 
Rule Bill were introduced they would 
either vote against it or resign, None 
of them can vie\Y with serenity the re- 
newal of. an agitatioa in England and 
Scotland the avowed object of which 
is to secure, the return of such Radi- 
cals only :as 'vv'lll bind themselves to 
vote for a scheme of Irish indepen- 
dence at least as compreiicnsive at' 
that introduced by Mr. Gladstone in 
his last administration. From a Un- 
ionist point of view, on the other hand, 
tho chief danger lies in the shortness 
of political memories amongst electors 
and their boredom with the Irish 
question. The nev,- campaign will re- 
vive interest, and will enable Imperial- 
ists to demonstrate that the objections 
to a policy of separation are as strong 
today as at the close of the nineteenth 
century. Whatever tlio issue of this 
fresh missionary effort may be, the 
fact remains that Ireland must go 
governed, not in accordance with Irish 
ideas, but in obedience to the primary 
principles of justice, liberty and order. 
Mr. Birrell's apologia — probably the 
most mischlovious incident 'dince the 
conversion of Mr. Gladstoiifr-^ Is, sim- 
ply a confession of hopelS'ss Impotence, 
engendered , by a .blindness which 
seems to be deliberate and wilful. 

London Standard.-r-We are convinc- 
ed: thit .uninformed criticism will ham- 
per rather than' assist the authorities 
In this case (the theft of tho Crown 
jewels). Nor have we any desire to 
increase the difliculties that obviously 
encircle tho path of justice by harras- 
slng with inquiries those who arc en- 
gaged in pursuing it. No useful pur- 
pose can be served by u discussion of 
tho evidence which has already been 
exhaustively examined by the Com- 
mission. The moral to bo drawn 
from it has been already dwelt upon, 
and It has clearly not escaped the in- 
vestigators. Greater care will be ex- 
ercised in future, .and llio loson taught 
by tho removal of the jewel.i will be 
thoroughly learned. The whole affair 
has evidently no political significance 
at all. It might have occurred under 
any Administration. It must of course 
never be permitted to occur again. 
Tho personal equation in such myster- 
ies often contain tho clues to the whole 
situation, and the conclusions to bp 
reached from a recognition of the fact 
are of wide and general applioationi 
Wo can only repeat that, while sym-' 
pathising with the authorities In the 
situation ih which they have been 
placed, we are very 'sure they have 
dealt with the matter as prjidently arid 
as satisfactorily as thisy cOiild. '' 

Daily News. — The story as unfolded 
in tho ofllcial report yesterday certain- 
ly reveals an amazing conlidence in 
the security of the jewels from theft. 
The most elemcnt;iry precautions for 
the safety of precious stones of enor- 
mous value seem to have been neg- 
lected. The safe containing them was 
left outside the strong-room built for 
them because, "after tl;o strong-room 
v.'as completed" (a cliaracteristic Hi- 
bernian touch) "it was found that the 
safe could not be got in by the door," 
so it remained placidly outside in th(> 
library easy of access to ail comers, 
and with latchkeys in 'superfluity dis- 
tributed amongst various jiersons, 
from the licad ofllcial to the servants. 
On occasions immediately preceding 
the disappearance bf '.the jewels tho 
offlco and strong-room .had been open- 
ed at night by unauthorized persons, 
and no action had been taken. It Is a 
remarkable story— still Incomplete. Wo 
can surmise that further efforts will 
be made to secure It^ completion. 

Daily Chronicle.'— Who stole the 
jewels ':' The Commissioners throw no 
great light. The unknown thief was, 
in their opinion, "the person who en- 
tered the Ofllce of Arms on the night 
of July 2 and again on the night of 
July 5," and he must have "possessed 
three keys— a latchkey for the outer 
door, a key of the strong-room, and a 
key of the *dafe," But, as there were; 
In ■ existence seven latchkex-;;, four 
strong'ipoom keys and two safe ke\.a, 
this does not carry us very far. It 
should be added that no suggestion is 
made in the report against Sir Arthur 
Vicars except on the score of insufllc- 
ient care; th.'it one gentleman who has 
been mentioned as a .sn.~pect is ex- 
pressly absolved, and that no suspi- 
cion appears to bo attached to any of 
the persons named as posaeasihg keys.

BOMBARDED VILLAGE 



Barkentine From South Seas Brought 
Tale of Murder of Missionary 
and Punishment 



The barkentliie ki-N, Castle, whlt^ 
ha.3 arrived at San Frariolsco from 
Pago Pago in tho South eas brought 
the 'details of the imiassadrey of Eev. 
Alexanjaeir .McIiOiighiln, , who waS; de- 
voured 'to'j^.- cannibals pa St. George isl- 
and d£- the Solomon group, November 
1st, 'and\whose bones are now in pos- 
sessidii 6? iho governr.ient ot New 
Zealand, having been taken there from 
the Island by the British gunboat 
llenetnoa, whicli was sent on a puni- 
tive expedition to avenge his death and 
teach tlie savages .of the Solomon 
group a salutary lesson. 

According to the story told by First 
Officer Charles Hugrup and corrobo- 
rated by others on board the S. N. 
Castle, Rev. Alexander Mcljoughlin 
was attached to the Presbyterian mis- 
sion to the Solomon islands, and for 
.several years liad conducted his labor.'j 
among tlie group of islaud.H whieh bear 
the name. St. Gcor-e island is one of 
the islands situated at the southwest 
oC the Broup, and until a year ago 
had never, on account ot tlio ternclty 
and trucleneo of the cannibal tribes 
which dwell there, been visited by even 
the most daring of the members of the 
mission. 

Much against the wishes and advice 
of his coadjutors in the benign work 
of spreading the teaching., and bene- 
fits of Christianity .-iniong tho .savage 
islanders, Meljonghlln undertook the 
self imposed task of preaching the 
gosi)el to the nativt'S of tho hitherto 
neglected islanders. Mcioughlin, who 
had been stationed at Pago Pa.gn, left 
tor the scene of his new labors last 
June, and nothing was heard of him 
until a few months ago, when new.^ 
was brought to the head stati(m that 
he had been eaten by tho ciuniihals. 

Word was at once dispatched to 
Auckland, New Zealand, the lieadiiuar- 
ters of the mhssionary enterprise, .n-'l 
Sir Joseph AVard, I'remier ot IsVuv 
Zealand, acting under advice from the 
British Government dispatched tlie 
British steamer Hinemoa to inalco an 
investigation. 

The llonemoa arrived at A.strolahe 
creek, the only harbor on St. George's 
island on January 3, and Commander 
Deakin had Bolo Onehunga, tho chief 
ot tho Island, brought aboard. After a 
.sweating Onehunga admitted the fiv'ts 
as to the disappearance of McIiOugh- 
lin, and volunteered to bring in the 
bones nC the missionary. Deakin gave 
the savage to understand that the 
Liones, \nuler tho circumstances, nuist 
be restered, and that the members of 
th(^ tribe who participated in tho act 
of cannibalism must be brou^iht aboard 
tho Hinemoa and a. fine ot fifty tons 
of shells paid to atohe for the death of 
the missionary. 'With a dejected air 
Onehunga, departed promising to 
comply with the coniniander'.s wish. 

Ho did not return, however, for sev- 
eral day.'!, and Commander Deakin 
gave orders for the bombardment of 
the village which was some distance 
u]) tho ereuk. After a few shells had 
been dropped Into the huts, which rap- 
idly caught flro, Onehiinga sent sev- 
eral natives with a flag of truce, of- 
fering to accede to tho demands. The 
shells and the bones ot tho mlssionar;, 
were in tho cour.^e of a few days de- 
livered aboard the gunboat and a sol- 
emn agreement entered into by One- 
hunga to refrain from canniballsnv 
hereafter. 

The Hinemoa left for Auckland on 
January 9th with tho bones of the mis- 
sionary on board. 



HOW THEY WINTER 



Northern Newspaperi Tells How Nav« 
igators of the, Yukon Spends 
Off Season 

The White Horse Star tells of how 
the men who navigate the river steam- 
ers of the upper Yukon fleet spend the 
winter as follows: As Yukon naviga- 
tion is a thing of only five summer 
months, skippers, pilots, engineers and 
mates, of. Yukon craft Invariably win- 
;f4i?^;'rif';tK^JMtSlde^^^ Blit they differ 
'very materially In the manner of pas- 
sing the 'time ' when on tho outside. 
Some go out and engage in the same 
lino of business on craft that oper- 
ates all the year; others go sealing 
and others board with their real fam- 
ilies and spend the winter in case and 
in tho enjoyment of home comforts — 
and an occasional game of solo at the 
Dutchman's. 

Captain Sanborn differs from others 
In that when the icy blasts of winter 
begin to howl, ho leaves tho pilot 
house and goes mining. Up to tjie 
present time ho has been developing 
quartz property on tho river below 
Yukon Crossing and now he has gone 
on a short visit to his home in Port- 
land from which place ho will soon re- 
turn to British Columbia to spend two 
or three months in looking after min- 
ing property he owns in the . mo.Vintain 
fastness of that country.

.. The full court yesterday handed 
down a judgment dismisslne; the ap- 
peal In Brldgman vs. Hepburn, a local 
real estate case. The chief justice 
read -Judgmontii written by himself 
and Mr. Justieo Clement in favor of 
the diiinissul, Judge Morrison reading 
a long dissunting judsment. 

The last of the cases to be Iheiii'd 
before the full court at Its special sit- 
tings, that of Green vs. the W<i\-l(?.. 
was argued yesterday before a court 
consisting of the chief justice and 
Justices Irving and Morrison. Tho 
counsel in the ca^e were Charles Wil- 
son, K. C, larid- W. B.w^tiiin Mfor the 
plaintiff appellant and ■!>. ;G. Macdon- 
ell and B. P. Wlntemute for tho defen- 
dant respondent i. 

In opening the case, Mr. Wilson 
stated that Sir Adolp'he Caron, Sir 
Frederick' Borden and other gentlemen 
formed the Transcontinental Explora- 
tion ayndlcato under a Dominion 
charter for the purpose of exploring- 
and acquiring coal and mineral lands 
in British Columbia. Sir Adolphe, on 
behalf of the syndicate, made applica- 
tion for a number of coal llcen.sea In 
tiu) Telqua valley, but owing to cer- 
tain irregularities these licenses were 
held up and were not finally granted 
till January 19, 1905. Hon. Robert 
F. Green, at that time chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works, wired Jan- 
uary 18 to Sir Adolp'lie that the licen- 
ses would be issued the following day. 
On receipt of this, .Sir Adolphe wrote 
a letter of thanks in which he asked 
Mr. Green if ho would care to name a 
friend who would become a member of 
the syndicate. Mr. Green replied 
thanking ;lilin and muutionlng tlie 
name of Nell F. McKay, to ivhom 
shares oi a nominal v«!ue of $500 were 
afterwards allotted. Shortly after- 
wards similar licenses wore applied 
for in tho Pino river didtrict east of 
the Rocitles, but these . applications 
were refused . because the Domini'.'" 
governmenl; had ia large grant of land 
in that section which had not been 
selected and It was .thoug-ht Inadvis- 
able to grant any licenses which mifirht 
later cause complications. 

I3arly in December, 1908, Mr. Green 
rccsigned from the ministry and In 
the campaign for the general election 
which followed, the World newspapei* 
of Vancouver published the alleged li- 
bel in its issue of January 23, 1907. 
Reads the Article. 

Coun.5el proceeded to read t!:e ar- 
ticle in question, w'hicii began with a 
scarohe.id saying that Green had been 
bribed by a payment of $37,000. ,. The 
article was a long one, but it appeared 
that tho World's story was that Mr. 
Green had been improperly induced to 
grant licenses in the Pino rivor dis- 
trict by the gift of stock in the com- 
pany which had a .s'harc value of 
ii\ ISs each, a donation which, was 
afterwards increased in consideration 
of the grant o£ tho. Telqua valley 
leases, ..The defendants pleaded jttstl- 
fi/catlohy. so 'tliat :.lf. '^as ■ a.Splaln as^iite 
of whether; Mt. Green, iaccepted a brlbte 
or not t. With regard, to, the amoimt 
mentioned,' . Sir . . Adolphft's evidence 
showed that tlie stock' which McKay 
got had a nof.iliial value of $500 only, 
with no market value whatever, noth- 
ing being known at that time as to the 
value of the coal lands staked. There 
was no trut'h in the assertion that the 
Pino river leases had be-3n corruptly 
granted, us It was now an admitted 
fact that they iiad never been granted 
at all, and liiero was no evidence that 
tlie Telqua leases had been granted 
for a corr'ipt motive, us the licenses 
were issued before any suggestion of 
a transfer of stock was made, and 
once the licenses were is.sued the 
leases followed as a matter of right, 
])rovided t'he regulationa Were ob- 
served. As a matter;of.,f^ct, Mr. Green 
had not received ^nythpffj. as the evi- 
dence showed, .. 

No Private Correspondence. 

Turning to ^Ir Adolphe Caron's evi- 
dence, he showed that that gentleman 
had sworn that he had had no private 
correspondence w'hatever with Mr. 
Green until after the licenses were 
granted, and that instead of having 
received any special favors, those li- 
censes had been held up for a consid- 
erable time on account of a technical- 
ity. Mi<, Green had no shares In the 
syndicate and had never had anj'. 
Tiiey wanted someone in British Co- 
lumbia apart from t'lioir solicitor who 
would be interested in tho company 
and with wlioni they could correspond, 
and he had asked for the name of a 
friend of Mr. Green's, as he was not 
acquainted on the coast, and thought 
that tho minister's rccommenditiion 
would be a guarantee of resijonHlbil- 
ity and position. He 'had never writ- 
ten Mr. tircoii tiiat tlic .'shares were 
wortii ,1-1 ISs each, and in point of 
fact their value was merely noniina.!. 

On the legal aspects of the ease, Mr. 
AVllson contended that as t^he article 
w;-s admittedly false so far as the 
Pine river .story was concerned, his 
client was entitled to a verdict, as ihc 
defendants must prove all their alle- 
gations to bo substantially true. Ho 
was not altogether satisfied with tlie 
trial judge's charge, but he had 
e'l;arged clearly on that point Tho 
jury had disregarded their Instruc- 
tions 9J»d had rendered a perverse 
verdict," anfl .he submitted ho was en- 
titled to a new trial. 

Mr, Maodonell Replied. 

Replying, IMr. Macdonell did not 
seriously traverse tho facts as set 
forth by Mr. W'ilson, but stated that 
llio leases wore illegally issued in that 
the proper form of application re- 
quired by law had not been .made. He 
stated tiiiai, this was a political mat- 
ter, a (Jtory printed at the height of a 
hot ca«ipa.igi>, and so should be treat- 
ed In a dlflererit;'Way from an.fetiaek 



on a man' in jprivate . life]*:; The; grava- 
men .of ?the-charg6:f:wasitKat»th''e;iplaln- 
tiff, whlIeL;chiefi qommlsaioner. .of (lands 
and works; had ■^Sceptted's-as^brlbe. 1£ 
this were true, for .the purposes of a 
libel 'suit, It was immaterial l£ all the 
facts were correctly stated, and ho 
aubrnitted that this had been proved, 
assorting that McKay merely held tho 
'stock as Green's trustee. 

Tlie bench did not seem to share 
tho views on political libe!.» advanced 
by counsel, tiie (;l"ef justice remark- 
ing that even a pollllcian liad some 
rights, Mr. Justice Morrison adding; 
"There is no cloaed season for libels." 

Mr. Macdonell said that Green's own 
evidence showed that he considered 
tho stock was meant as a present for 
himself,, and continuing to minimize 
tho o««;urrence, remarked: "In such 
cases wo are dealing with tho ordin- 
ary eloctov who puts his own valua- 
tion on wliat he sees .In^.^the,, papers 
during election time." . . :.v'' :i ';'

Letter From IVIr. Burrell Re- 
celxed by the Minister of 
■ • ' Agriculture 



A. letter telling of the success wliieh 
has attended the lectures upon British 
Columbia delivered by Martin Burrell 
infOreat Britain has been received by 
Hbn; iB..~!3. Tatlow. Th.e letter reads 
as follbws: 

London, Feb. 10, 1908. 
The Hon. R. G. Tatlow, Victoria. 

My Dear Captain Tatlow — By the 
time this reaches you I .7.-p>iCt Mr. 
Palmer wiU already have given you 
some account of the progress with tho 
lecture work. Judging by the interc-st 
aroused wherever the lectures have 
been given, and by tbfr verjf cordial Way 
in which they have been i-ccelired, I 
think that it may be fairly claimed that 
the work bas ;bean ota;auoeessful kind 
and will Ihovltably Result in a general 
desire to know more still about our 
provlncs. .md thl--^. in adaicinr' to thu 
good acccinnnshed In deciding many 
to make a ..tart out there ibis year. 

At Bream and Monmouth, which 
were the first two lectures, the attend- 
ance was excellent, and tho views of 
British Columbia wore thoroughly ap- 
preciated. I was unfortunate enough 
at Hereford to strike, the city at a 
time when people wore much excited 
over a bye-election. In spite of this, 
however, wo got an audieiice of be- 
tween 300 and -100, which was good, 
considering that a political mass meet- 
ing was being held the same night. 

I had a good audience In North 
Somerset, which is an excellent agri- 
cultural district, and from there went 
to lecture at Wye, In Kent, to the 
■Southeastern Agricultural college, tho 
biggest thing of its land in England. A 
number of their late st.udents .are al- 
ready In British Columbia and several 
more propose going. 

On tho fourth I lectured to the Scot- 
tish Horticultural society in Edin- 
burgh, and had a large audience, who 
were keenly interested m tlie fruit- 
growing conditions with us, and here, 
as in other places, X got all sorts of 
questions propounded, and many stay- 
ing behind to find out nioro about the 
country. Prom Edinburgh I went to St. 
Andrews to lecture under the auspices 
of the Victoria league, and though the 
audience was not a very large one it 
included a number of very influential 
people, who are in a positlon.'to. assist 
in making the resources of the pirovlnce 
known to many others. 

On Friday last, the 7th, Mr. Turner 
kindly took the chair for mo at the 
London institution, where I gave a 
lecture under the auspices of the Lon- 
don Chamber of Commerce, and from 
what I hear, the lecture, I think, was 
pretty satisfactory. The audience, 
aiiiyway, was a representative one, and 
very appreciative of the beautiful views 
which we gave them. ' . , 

Tomorrow I go to Boumemou'th; 
next day to Reading, which is an Im- 
portant centre, and where wo have tho 
lecture well advertised. Then I go to 
Sheffield for AVodnesday, and the fol- 
lowing day in tiic southwest of London, 
winding up at Southampton on Fri- 
day. 

1 am making arrongeinents to sail 
ne.xt week and hope to bo in Hritsh 
Columbia again about the middle of 
March, and shall be enabled to report 
to your more fully the result of tho 
work then; I have the honor to remain

COLLEGE OF FOREiSTRY 
TO PRESERVE TIMBER 



Mayor of Revelstol<e Mal<es In- 
teresting Suggestion Re- 
garding B. C. Timber 



Charles F. Llndmajk, mayor of 
Revelstoke, and managing director of 
the Revelstoke SaViv Mills Company, 
Wlille In Victoria on his way to Na- 
nat'mb 'to attend tho British Columbia 
municipal union convention, which 
opened in that city yesterday, had 
some Interesting remarks to make in 
regard to the condition of the lumber 
market in Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, and the danger of forest 
depiction in tills province. Mr. Lind- 
mark was a guest at the Empress 
hotel while in the city. 

Mr. Lindmark stated that the lum- 
ber market in tho prairie provinces at 
tho present time was in a very un- 
satisfactory condition, and its suc- 
cess depended upon the oiiening up of 
spring and the outlook of the crops. 
i\lr. Lindmark has but recently re- 
turned from an extended trip to 
Europe, where he studied tho methods 
l>ertaining to the preservation of the 
forests in Germany and Sweden. He 
slates tliat under the present advanced 
methods of forest preservation in 
Sweden, even in spite of the large 
export trade from that country and 
the huge amount of lumher that is 
fjelng cut annually, the timber re- 
sources are on the increase. 

Mr. Linilinarlc gives it as his ojiin- 
ion that tlii.s phase of tlie lumber 
question that now confronts tho i)eo- 
p\e in this country is of, the greatest 
importance, and that, if tlie present 
methods of slaughtering . t^e timber 
resources without any ofCort to reforest 
continued, within a period of less, than 
lifty years our timber resources will 
be seriously depleted. He says that 
some arrangements should be arrang- 
ed between the government and tlie 
lumbermen whereby timber land that 
has been cut and that Is not tit for 
agricultural purposes should be pro- 
tected for reforestation,, . 

Reciprocal arrangements between 
tho dominion and provincial authori- 
ties would undoubteaiy provide for a 
college of forestry In British Colum- 
bia with the end in view of training 
the most competent young men to Iju 
s(Mected from tlie lumbermen's camps 
throughout flie province. Tliis col- 
lege, said Mr. Lindmark, would afford 
these young men theoretical as well 
as practical education, and would 
aualify them us foremen and scalers, 
and give lliem, a.t the same time, in- 
struction in reforestratlon.

Collier's Weekly takes up the ques- 
tion ■of the,, inequality botwoon the 
salaries 'of male and fenmlo leachcr.s. 
It bases Its remarks upon llio fact 
that the legislature ot Now York Is 
con-sldorliig u talll to give men and 
women cngaBccI in teaching equal 
pay for equal work. At present the 
principal of a school, if slie is a 
woman may receive loss tliaii a man 
whose worlt she supervises. 

New Vorlc is not the only place in 
which this Injustice is I'cit. Although 
tlic sovcrnmcut ol: Britlsli Columbia 
recognizes no difference between 
teacher.'j, city school boards, as a rule, 
pay tlio men on their stalls far 
higher salaries than tlie women re- 
ceive. In some cases young men, 
v.'ltho'Jt experience are engaged at 
higher salaries than Women of proved 
v/orth receive for '-ablh&.ivVijrk.i that is 
acknowledged to ibe;'/ 'etiuaUy 'iinpor- 
taht and dllHcult," Thi^ an 
injustice. The excuse :;that has been 
made for this is that if higher ,sal- 
aries were not given to the men they 
could not be induced to teach when 
there are so many avenues of em- 
ployment open to them In u'lilch they 
could earn higher '^vagfes. This is a 
good argument . for giving the men 
more, but a very bad one for giving 
the women less. 

Very few people believe that it 
would be for the benellt of our 
children that their training should 
fall altogetlier into tlie hands 
women, no matter how capable those 
women may be.. But there is as little 
doubt, that whore men and women 
do corresponding work, and do it 
equally well , they-, should bo paid equal

LITTLE BOYS' SUITS 



Small boys', clothing does hot ;*ary 
greatly in; designjfrom year to jreai*. A t 
the same'. "tlme,-;,'certaln. styles will be 
more popiilar one', season than another, 
and mothers who wish to' see' their 
youthful sons look ■ brnart and up to 
date are always on'. the alert for any 
changes of fashion. 

The sailor and the Russian modes 
will sureiy never go, out of style as 
long as there arc little men to wear 
them, and the newest suits for spring 
and the coming .summer show a. com- 
bination of botli designs. There are 
the full iinlckers as usual, and the 
blouse, falling loose at the bottom, 
Russian fashion, is topped by a sailor 
collar and shield. 

For the boy just leaving off dress< s, 
the conventional Kussian or Buster 
Brown is by far the best model. There 
is nothing more trim and trig looking. 
In makln.g tlie first suit — especially 
when the lioy Is extremely young— the 
blouse should be sufficiently long to 
just barely conceal the knickers when 
the wearer is ;st9hding quite straight.

Then a "U" 
shaped yokii of White embroidered with 
an anchor or st'ai la laid on and Is 
outlined with two rows of braid set 
on an inch apart, botli rows on the 
white. A strip of white, edged with 
the colored braid, defines the closing.

A valued correspondent ' sends' ':the 
loliouing aiticle which as It hiay be 
of interest Lo some readers of this 
I'tige ii; need of comfort, wo take much 
piea.sure in publishing: . 

Ouf of the most interesting clubs in 
AineiKa and not much known here is 
the "Shut-in Societ)-." It began its 
work in the following way: Two 
young girls, invalids, who to brighten 
each other's lives in their mutual 
trials wrote to each other. One cho.^e 
these words from Gen. 7-16; "And the 
Lord shut iiim in." From that incident 
a work h-ns started, and has broadened, 
and bui-n tlie means of a help in 
cheering main- that are .sick and lone- 
ly. And that small effort made in 1S77 
tor a mutual uplut has now members 
In great numbers, and each one's lite 
is brightened by reading matter and 
fellowships of others m sympathy with 
them. The society has kept true to Us 
original purpose, that of bringing 
comfort,^.spirltuai and mental to those 
shut in fronv the 'outside world bv 
Iirolonged physical suffering. The so 
ciety was Incorporated In the year 18S5 
and now has its headquarters in New 
Vork cU.v. It publishes a monthlv 
i-alied the open window, bearln< on 
Its cover the quotation troni AVhittler: 
"The Window.=? of My Soul I Throw 
Wide Open to tlic Sun." .•\s this mag- 
azine is taken Ijy, or sent to each 
member ot the society it servos as a 
strong bond of union, causing its 
v.-ldly scattered readers to realize their 
membcrshl)) and common interest. Tiie 
society numbered in lOOG about 1,400 
invalid members and about half as 
many associates. The latter not in- 
valids usually, hui engaged in the 
worlv to tiring clieer and comfort to 
the sick iiud lonely, such as writing to 
members or sending reading matter 
and vL^iting it near enough. 

It is not inl ended as a cliaritablo in- 
stitution but rather to relieve the wear- 
iness of the sick room by letters or 
otlier tokens of remembrance to testify 
to the lOA'o and jiresencc of Chri.st in 
the iiours of suffering or privation. 
Wlien a circle ot king's daughters en- 
gage in our work- \\c aslc that the 
leader Ijecomo an assoeiatu and be ro- 
spon.>ible to us for the worlc of her 
circle. The membership tee for an 
assoi.:inte is one dollar per annum or 
for an invalid, fifty cents a year, 
wliich amount Is excused If It cannot 
be atforded. Further Information may 
be obtained by writing to Miss May 
Hamlltoii.

Tlio 
operation disclo.^ed signs of an old 
honiorrhago on the membranes of the 
brain. This was .surgically treated, 
and the boy Is now normal In every 
way.

Dr. Henry Becker, a physician, made 
this statement last night after condiiol- 
ing tests for nearly a year on patients 
suffering from the new malady, which 
affects the tissues of the throat and 
lungs, causing congestion and decay 
and giving a. working area for tlio 
Imcllll of consumption, pneumonia, 
grippe nnd other affections peculiar to 
the respiratory organs. 

"About a year ago," the doctor said 
"a man wlioiii I later found to he a 
member of the traffic stiuad stationed 
.at Fifth Avenue at a point wiiere the 
gasoline fumes from the cars often 
choke him, came to me complaining of 
chronic sore throat. Ills case baffled 
me. Examinations showed It was no or- 
rtiniiry disease, and I conducted an in- 
vestigation. 1 found that one week aft- 
er the bluecoat had been transferred to 
a district not haunted by motor cnrs 
he got well. 

"Other small cases came to my atten- 
tion, and I communicated with physi- 
cians in European cities. Tlie ■interna- 
tional investigation proved that niy ten- 
tative theory was right. 

"Some device should be used to ab- 
sorb the finnes from those machines, as 
they endanger probably tliousands of 
lives daily, especially of the traffic 
squad policemen."

Hackenschmidt has made many 
unreasonable demands of the American 
promoter, but Mr. Wittig has complied 
with every request, even going so far as 
to agree to put up the entire pursp In 
an EngUsii bank. 

"It seems strange to me," said If'rank 
Gotch, "that the English people, who 
are continually boasting of tlieir fair- 
play methods In sport, siiould give the 
Americans all tlie worst of it when 
they go over tliere, while it Is just the 
revorss when tlicy come to this country, 
they demanding their own way in every 
little detail. Take for instance the 
treatment accorded Tommy Burns at the 
National Sporting club, They would not 
oven allow him to invito the American 
representatives of the press to see his 
contest with Gunner Moir. Now comes 
Hackenschmidt and his manager, C. B. 
Cochran, who demands all the best of 
the articles of agreement before "Hack" 
will ever start for America. This Is a 
good example of what the English call 
fair play. The only place in the world 
you can get fair play Is America."

(lull as far as getting on good matches 
for big purses. He has beaten every 
man in this country from one to tlirco 
times, consequently tlie public lias 
reached that point whore they look upon 
a match between Gotch and any other 
man as a foregone conclusion. At Clii- 
cago 6,000 people turned out to see 
Gotch wrestle with War Eagle, the In- 
dian, but the man of the plains lasted 
only a short time. Tlie first fall was 
won by Gotch in 16 minutes and the 
deciding bout In seven minutes. Was 
Eagle weights 240 pounds, but was easy 
mo.iey tor CJotch, who tips the beam at 
214 pounds at present. 

"What is your present condition?" 
Gotch was asked. He replied, "I am 
feeling better than ever before. I have 
been wrestling now for seven years and 
I believe tliat I am better each year. 
Wh'^n I meet Hackenscliuildt I will beat 
him sure. I have a pretty good lino 
on the big fellow and know just about 
what he can do. Let me tell, you there 
are some likely-looking big fellows be- 
ing turned out in Europe. They are of 
good size and ability. These men will 
he heard from before long in this coun- 
try and I will gladly welcome them to 
tlie States, as It will revive interest In 
the sport. 

"What are your plans In regard en- 
tering the prize ring?" was another 
question that was put to Gotch In hopes 
of bringing out his future in case tho 
wrestling business gets too dull. 

"Well, here is just the way things 
stand at present," said he. "T am 
matched with Hackenschmidt and ninst 
keep on wrestling until our contest 
comes off. After "that, if llie g.ame does 
not present opportunities, T will quit 
the mat for the ring, and like Jeffries, 
will never return to wrestling if I once 
give up my chosen profession. Tommy 
Ryan has been boxing with ine lately, 
and he Is anxious to have me turn my 
attention to pugilism. Tommy says that 
If I would adopt Jim Jeffries' style of 
fighting, I could soon demand a match 
for the championship. The rules as 
they are interpreted by the boxing clubs 
of today are just to my liking, and I'am 
sure I can whip any of tho big fellows 
who are now bofore the public. T am 
learning mora about fighting .every day, 
and I honestly believe that- •!■ could go 
In and make a success out of It. In

t;he was considerably Imftetted' and 
was found to be' In a leaking condl'lon. 
.Wlie'n the bilge pumps refused to work, 
there was consternation, as the water 
was increasing quickly. Her master 
di-cidftl to run at full speed for tlio 
■.sound, and when ho reached Port 
Townsend tliQ steamer had six, feet of

; The Santa Glara's misfortune yester- 
day Ckvas. similar to the predicament

'exciting raoe to prevent foundering, 
and reached Falmouth with little tiVne 
to spare.

Ningchow Has Big Shipment of 
Noise- Makers for Forthcoming 
Holidays' 



The steamer Ningchow, vrhlch Is 

discharging general cargo from the 
United Kingdom and tho Orient and 
loading outward freight at the ocean 
dock, is expected to leave at noon, to- 
day for Vancouver. Tho Blue Fun- 
nel liner carried as part of her cargo 
from China one of- tljo largest ship- 
ments of ' flrecracljierB ever ,, brought 
from -the Orient, 40,000 cases hav i n g 
been shipped from China manufac- 
ers for the July 4 holiday. 

These flreorackers came from Hong- 
kong, but they are manufactured ;,ln 
the interior of China, principally ' iat 
Canton, Hongkong being the shlpptn'igr 
port for the smaller Chinoso tcwns. 

The cracker.s are being shipped 
overland to Chicago, New York, .San 
Francisco, and 1,800 ctises to Port- 
-land aloi',-., While importations of 
nreoraclii-r-j are always heavy at this 
time of year, in preparation for the 
Fourth of July, It is not often that so 
'fiige a shipment is received at one 
time. 

While the thoughts of the Fourth 
may bring up sentiments of pa trio-, 
tism to the oitii!en.s of the ro])uhlle, 
some facts in connection with this 
shipment might open tho eye.s of 
"patriots." Jn the llrst place, the 
crackers were brought in from a 
toi-eign counti-y in a British steamer. 
Uncle Sam Is .so patriotic that he im- 
poses a tariff of 8 cents a pound, gross 
weight, which amounts to about 125 
per cent, duty ad valorem. , Oohtte' i 
quenlly about' $20,000 in duty wUl be! 
paid on this consignment.

Permits to Carry Canadian 
Bonded Goods for Yukon 
is Breach of Law 

The, privilege of carrying Canadian 
goods -In- bond tiestined to the.i'akon 
and Canadian Ifirritory via Skagway 
in competition, with Canadian stcam- 
< I S which 1b given to United Str.tes 
shipping- blv "the Ottawa government, 
while no reciprocal privilege is given 
Canadian steamers which are compell- 
ed to adhere- strictly to the coasting 
regulations of the United States, Is 
arousing conslrterable iwlvorse com- 
ment, and the auestion has been tak- 
en up with tho government at Ottawa 
by tho Pacific Marino Review, which 
in its next issue will publish corres- 
pondence with tho Ottawa depart- 
ment in that regard. The .Hev-lew will 
sa.v the correspendonce rals?s an In- 
teresting point, viz., wliother goods, 
consigned from ])oints of origin with- 
in the Canadian Yukon, that is to -oay, 
within tho Dominion, upon through 
bills of lading and carried in vessels 
of United Gtates from Vanoou^e^ to 
Skiigway In the Territory' of Ala^a, 
and thence In transitUrln bond over 
the Dominion boundary.vjs. a brwch of 
an act respecting 'the 'Coasting Trade 
of Canada, Chap. 7, 3 Edward VII, Sec. 
3, to- wit as follows: 

"No goods or passengers shall be 
carried by water, froriiCone .vport of 
-Canada to another, oxdep't?iiri?'jBritish 
ships; arid If any goods 'oi* 'passengers 
are so carried, as aforesaid, contrary

if not in tho sjiirlt of the law. 

A letter to the minister of justice 
.-jt Ottawa and hla reply to the editor 
of the Pacific Marino Review will 
also be jiuVdi: bed, as follows: 
The Hon. Minister of Justice, Ot- 
tawa, Canada; 

Sir: Wo have the honor to respec- 
tfully dir(f:t your attention to the at- 
tached c!ipi)lng from the Pacific Ma- 
rino Review, and which we note has 
been re()ublished In certain Vancouver 
and Victoria dally papers has ar- 
oused much interest and discussion, 
we do, therefore, ask your depart- 
raent for a, ruling .herein, to-wlt:

The finding of three cases of whisky, 
one In tho bo'aun's room and two in 
the half deck-houso of tho British ship 
Loudon Hill, which is discharging 
cargo at the ocean clock, has occasioned 
a waterfront mystery which is puzzling 
the amateur Sherlock Holmes o£ the 
wharves. Since the Loudon Hill rolled 
her way south through tho Atlantic 
storms, the disappearance of some 
highly seasoned old Scotch liqueur 
which had been consigned to Victoria 
merchants, with Intent that it bo dis- 
pensed over the bars of Victoria, has 
been a matter that has puraled the uf- 
f leers of the ship. Tho dl.-jchargc nf 
the cargo .showed; In all eleven cases 
v.ero missing froni' the Victoria con- 
signment, and tho Vancouver ship- 
ments have not yet been taken out. 

The disappearance of three more 
cases Wits what occasioned an investi- 
gation on the part of Capt. Locke, the 
new master. The longshoremen dis- 
charging tho cargo counted the cases, 
once, twice, throe times, and each time 
the result was the same. There were 
in all fourte(;n casi.'S missing, three 
more than was lost as a result of the 
broaching on the hifh seas. The long- 
shoremen Indignairily d-.->nied any 
knowledge of tho missing whisky. Tho 
sailors of tho Loudon Hill denied all 
knowledgo of It, 

.Suddenly Capt, .Locke was called by 
the second mate, A -oasie of whisky 
■was found byfiHtoe 'i'ljoateiwaln In his 
room and the'A'bo'aiin" .was making In- 
dignant inauiries seeking -to find out 
who had put the case of vVhisUy In hla 
room. Later two' more cases ■'vore 
fomul In tho half deck-house, whero 
the ordinary .'leamen and a))prei:.l ij.'c.s 
are housed. Oecupants of the place 
joined the inquirers. TInw had the 
whisky nianagcd to get to their -e mis? 
The mysi(-ry deejiened. 

Ship officers, stevedores, !on|.;sliore- 
men and ',ilu-rs have since been i;ilaying 
detective, but no discoveries have been 
made. However, tlie three eases havo 
been placed with the remaindei.- in the 
warehouse and Capt. Locke's anxiety 
to unearth tho mystery of how they 
reached the places where they were 
discovered is not so keen as it was be- 
fore they, were found.

admiralty and rembdelled for towing

Says Government Should 'Aid 

Mr. Macdonald (Rossland): Arc 
we to undei-stand that If other com- 
munities show the same piibllc spirit 
tliey will have generous ' tirctttrnferit. It 
is well known to those who ' live in 
the upper country that a large pro- 
portion of the larger communities 
there have built their own hospitals. 
In Rossland, a town of several thou- 
sand people, almost wholly made up 
of miners, who live constantly in the 
midst of dangers to life and limb and 
healtli, not a single dollar, as far as 

1 know, has been granted by the gov- 
ernment towards the erection of an 
hospital. The population consists al- 
most entirely of workingmen, and wo 
hnd that almost every case of serious 
ticC\ident, due frequentjly to e>£j)los- 
!<)ns, U: of very necessity s<>nt to 
Spoltane. in order to get the requisite 
treatment. And what is true o£ 
Rossland Is also true of Is'elsoh, 
Greenwood, Gi-and . Forks, Cranbrook 
and Fet-iile, ; and, ye.t .tli'e hon. gentle- 
man a%^n'si4o'^iriplir that-jthese places 
have' 'not-^showji^''';it]^e'5Vsame public 
spirit which hfis''C:heeh'.VBlsplayed by 
Vernon. I think it' ifitisilie 'dUty of tho 
government tdV, ■prpyjitiie' . hospitals in 
these com;n\tl}l'tiqf|;wfpr the treatment 
of thoeio ■ .-WMmmti^filVncV: injured in 
limb or ln"lIoai«>|-:i'an(i ' then it would 
not become necessary to send pati- 
ents -not qnly-to other parts, but out- 
side of the province. 

In niy opinion it is high time for tho 
government to take up the whole qucs- 
tian of providing hoapilai accommoda- 
tion, in other sections of the i)rovince. 

Hon. Dr. Young: Mr. Chairman, I 
have no intention wliatever of casting 
any reflection on tho clforts which have 
been made, by the people of British 
Golumbia, np,'.matter where tiiey mav 
live or what " they may bave done 
towards providing themselves with 
hospitals. The hoiiorable gentleman 
will find that the people In my own 
eonstiluenc.v, Atlin, with from 3,000 to 
ri.DOO inl-iabitants and almost purely a 
initiing camp, have built for them- 
selves a hospital without ah'y assist- 
aui'e from the government; so Ross- 
land is not alone in that particular; 
nor do the people in an.v otiier part of 
the province laclc the hearty co-oper.-v- 
tion of the medical fraternity. At tlio 
san-ie time, the ])olic,v favored -i.v my 
honorable friend might have a ruinous 
effect if it were adopted without any 
qualUication. Certainly no govern- 
ment' in tho world, cjr at all e\'ents in 
Canada, has paid more per capita 
towards these institutions than tho 
government and peojile of the province 
of BritlaJiT Cbjumbia. (Hear, hear.) 
We have- been' most generous in that 
rest)ect, , AVhUe in comparison we will 
find that tjitt aniotints whlohvarej voted 
for these purposes in the 'other pro- 
vinces are inllniteslmal, apart from 
what is raised by 7)i'ivate enterprise.

They were 
sent to the'^Mackay Ihstliute, - -Mon- 
treal. 

The votes for public worl<s brought 
out a few coiiiments. Dr. Young in- 
tornied the house that the new hos- 
pital for the insane, for which a vote 
of $60,000 Is provided, would be erect- 
ed at Coqultlani, John Oliver sighed 
when tlio vote for tho Vancouver 
court iiousc was read out. It calls 
for the exiicnditure of an additional 
$100,000. Hon. F. J. Fulton intornied 
him that the total expenditure upon 
the court house would bo about $C50,- 
000. But one-half of this would be 
realized from the sale of the old 
building. 

That it is the intention of the gov- 
ernment to build schools wherever 
tlie.v are iiecorisar.',', was the Infoi'ina- 
tiou supplied by the minister for ed- 
ucation when the vote of $7-1,000 for 
Kcliool buildings was under coiisfd- 
eration. 

In reply to the member for Delta, 
Hon. Dr. Young stated when tlie com- 
mittee reached the vote of .$10,000 for 
a provincial normal school at Van- 
couver, that the government had 
under consideration the erection of a 
normal school In Victoria. To Dr. 
Hall bo,, stated . that he was of the 
conviction that the next normal 
school from the pro,portlon,^of popula- 
tion, should be placed In the Interior. 
(Applause from members from In- 
terior.) 

J. H. Hawthornthwalte asked If tho 

lllcutenant-governor broico $4,,'jOO 
wortii of furniture every year when the 
votes for Governniont House were 
i-:.'achod, and lie moved that the .sal- 
ary of the gardener at that in.stitution 
be increased by Sli> a niontli. His 
motion w-as rulod out of order. 

H. C. Brew.':ter made yet another 
protest when the vote.-? tor road.°, 
streets, brid-e-; ana v.'liarves was 
reached. The amount for Alberni, 
Sio,-ir)0, was aito,'rethor too 'small. The 
item pas.sed. 

J. A. Macdonald contrra.ited the 
money expended In the Vyo neighbor- 
ing constituencies . of Feniie and 
Cranbrook. The, former received $2^!,- 
950, while the latter only obtained 
$,5,000. M'hat 'made the cUfference In 
tho needs. 

Vote for Greenwood 

The vote for Greenwood was the 
Ktuinblhig block. Mr. Kadeii held that 
$7,000 for it as compared with S2S,000 
for Similkameen wtis grossly unfair. 
Ho then biuught up the (piestion of 
the bridge across the ICi^ttle rivei, 
which, he said, should have been buil 
In Greenwood. The member fn 
Similkameen after the location had 
been decided upon by. the ."tovernmeni 
engineer had .had It bhanRed to its 
present ."pbaltloK lri his constituericy. 
This was riot right. , 

Mr. Shatford stated th^t Simlllca- 
m'een was twenty times as large as 
Greenwood, yet their appropriation 
was only five times as large. It was 
only in the last two or; three years, 
that the former had berrun to receive 
fair treatment. It had i-iot been given 
the i-ailvvay or dyking subsidies of 
Delta and"otlicr i)laces 

Mr, Naden returned t-i the qii.?stlon 
of th(3 bridge.

POLICE^MHARD TO 
APPREHEND BOBBERS 

Many Tough Characters Are 
Rounded Up in Search for 
-v- H(5j|£p4/len . 

The search after the two hold-up 
men whose daring robbery of the Gorge 
hotel and shooting of Richard Dancoy 
on Tuesday night ha" heen the topic 
of interest throughout the city was 
continued all day yesterday and late 
last night. While, the efforts of the 
local and provincial police liave not, 
so far as is apparent at present, re- 
sulted In the apprehension of the per- 
petratoi-s of the outrage, no elTort Is 
being spared to locate the guilty par- 
tics. The attorney-general's depart- 
ment, with commendable promptitude, 
has offered a reward of $1,000 for in- 
formation which will lead to the arrest 
and conviction of the two criminals. 
The B, C, Electric company has also 
oftcied a reward of $250. , 

Yesterday's scarclv'Was np*- without 
developments, , B6mo,,';otf 'anV amusing 
nature. Late .-Tu^ladaV evening every 
step was taken" by the police to appre- 
hend -the ^'twoVbiandlt.'i. On yesterday 
morning's trains constables were sent 
out on the K. & N. and also on the 
V. & S., while the country for miles 
around was visited and ail road-houses 
and localities where the robbers might 
possibly have taken to hiding were 
visited. 

Discover Robbor's 'vlask. 
Tlie net result of the man-hunt was 
tho discovery of the mask worn by one 
of the robbers at the time of the hold- 
up and the arrest on the E. & N. line 
by Constable Fry, -who was detailed 
to go in that direction, of an individual 
named Gibson, wliose suspicious con- 
duct was sutTlcient lo induce the con- 
stable to take him In charge. 

As the E. & N. train, was pulling out 
from the city yesterday morning and 
liad got about a jmUe;Tjey6nd the Es- 
quimau station It. Was 'flagged by Gib- 
son. -CWheh the t.rala stopped, Gibson, 
who ' Was about to- -board it, acted In a 
curious manner. At first he started to 
board the train. Then he apparently 
decided not to do so, but linally he 
got lon. During the first part of his 
trip he appeared nervous and his ac- 
tions wore such as to attract the at- 
tention of Constable Fry, who, after 
j watching the man for an hour or two, 
! decided to arrest him. This was done, 
Gibson making no effort to explain his 
actions other than to assert that he 
knew of no reason why he should have 
been taken into custody. He liad 
bought a ticket to Duncans, and when 
the train arrived at that station tho 
constable alighted with his prisoner 
and waited until the return train, when 
Gibson was brought into the' city. On 
being searched, tiie prisoner was found 
to have several dollars in small change 
upon his person, and his story told to 
the police was not c.bnsldefed satis- 
factory enough to Warrant his being 
given hlB liberty. 

Fled Towards Esquiuiait. 
Early yesterday morning one of the 
workmen at the pottery locited ill tiio 
direction of Ji;s<|iilinalt and between that 
place and the Gorge, while on his way 
to work, discovered lying on the car 
tracks in the hollow just west of tho 
Gorge what is apparently one of the 
nia;iks worn at the time of the robbery. 
The mask was nierel.v a liandkrrcliief 
wltli holes cut for tho eyes and had 
apparently been thrown away by om^ 
of the robbers- in his flight from the 
Gorge hotel. This reminder of Tun.s- 
<iay night's crime Is now In the hands 
of the provincial police but while It 
sives a cine lo the dlr.'ctioii in ulileli 
the two men fled It affords little help 
111 the search for the fugitive.'-;.

The new plan soon to be carried out 
by the interior department will pro- 
vide for as strict an enforcement of 
the act at points on the frontier in 
the Interior as at Vancouver or Vic- 
toria.

.^up])lleK at the reduction works. There 
la no difficulty in getting out 5,000 
tons of ore daily, if the order from 
the smelter calls for that much. 

Tlie smelter, while it treated but a 
little over 20,000 tons of ore for tlie 
sevon da.\s last week, will proliably 
shatter all records this week, if tilings 
continue to run as smootlily as in the 
recent past. 

Plenty of coke is now available and 
long li-.-i-ins of this conimodity, as well 
as of ore, are constantly on the way 
to the Granby smelter, and every day 
about a carload of blister copper is 
dispatclied over either of the railways 
to the refinery in New Jersey.

London, Feb. 26. — The Macedonian 
dlfllculty was raised in botli houses 
of parliament. last night. Sir Edward 
Grey, secretary of foreiirn affairs, made 
a statement in the House of Commons 
on this subject, and Lord Fltzmaurice, 
under-secretary for foreign affairs, did 
likewise;, in. \the •H<5use i of ..Xords,;,, the 
gi^t ; of ibbth, ;^t.a|eine§ts^ 
causO;;W thev' jdrt^^^^^^^ 
had reached a , critical 'pass; that the 
goverrtirienKitdeiir^'oftt^ 
action; ; blit doing: .its - iitm6st-;to 
preserve tlie concert of the' powers and 
press on Turkey an acceptance of the 
reforms. 

Sir Edward Grey said that in dis- 
cussing tlie Alaccflonlaii question, tho 
government w;is not far from the 
Turkish ciuestion, which 'more than 
once )iad led to an European war. 
They were rapidly nearing a point, he 
said, where the concert of powers 
must either justify or stultify itself, 
and if the concert disappeared, it was 
impossible to foretell what piisuiid.or:, 
standing might arise, if Mac^onia 
continued to bo neglected, he added, a 
note of warning, it must sooner or 
later provoke a catastrophe. 

Sir Edward suggested t:hat "if a 
Turkish governor were appointed for 
a term of years, and he was a man 
whose capacity and character were re- 
cognized' and accepted by the powers, 
the whole question might be solved." 

Lord Fit-/,maurice, wlio promised that 
the government shortly would make 
suggestions that it considered neces- 
sary to meet the existing situation, 
said that ho regretted he had no cheor- 
ful news to Impart for the present,' A 
very critical stage has been reached, 
he said, in both the local affairs of 
Macedonia and in the diplomatic en- 
tente known as the concert of Europe. 

The attitude of Turkey gave...cause 
for great unxiet\-, and'^th© forelglViJpf- 
fice felt It necessary to ask.theinsolves 
whether tho time has not . arrived to 
appoint a Christian governor In Mace- 
donia. With regard to the Austrian 
project of the construction of a branch 
line through Turkish territory to con- 
nec* Vienna with Salonika, he said 
that the treaty -of Berlin gave, Au.strja 
the right to ocbupy rand build 'SU.ch): a 
road, and It therefore^ wiaa an exagger- 
ation to say that. the ibo^oert of Europe 
lias been perinan^ntly.'Nbfoken because 
Austria wished r to take': advantage of 
her rights. In conclusion, he added 
that the one brlgjit spot in the situa- 
tion' was that the powers displayed 
less readiness tlmn formerly to rainl- 
m Ize ' .ifiei J:aa,0^s of .'thj?
